3 bur it happens juſt as the 
Sun is ſerring, cherefore can'c be viſible to us 3 yer had it 
been before the Sun had been ſer, the Moon's Paralax in 
Laricude added to her Laricude at che middle of the Eclipſe, 
excecds the ſum of the rwo Semidiamerers, ſo conſequent- 
ly ic could not haye been conſpicuous here : Bur 'cwill 
prove an eminenc Eclipſe where 'tis cencral, as in the} 
Straights of Magelanica, and more Southern Parts of the | 
World. ; 

The ſecond is likewiſe a Solar Defe&, op the gth of N» 
vember, about 2 in the Afternoon, in 24 Degrees of Scorpiv, | 
yet by reaſon the Moon's Paralax of Latitude added to her |
